REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach nor render obvious the instantly claimed invention. There is no 
teaching in the prior art to create a uniform laser through out the non laser beam front. 
The prior art teaches uniform laser front edges when annealing but not uniform from the 
front to the back as is in the instant invention. The prior art clearly only teaches a bell 
curve in this direction of the laser strength which clearly shows a non uniform laser. 
There is no suggestion in the art to create such a laser uniformity.
